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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

2. Claims 1-16 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Kohler 
et al 2003/0144815. 

The applied reference has a common assignee with the instant application. 
Based upon the earlier effective U.S. filing date of the reference, it constitutes prior art 
under 35 U.S.C. 102(e). This rejection under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) might be overcome 
either by a showing under 37 CFR 1 .132 that any invention disclosed but not claimed in 
the reference was derived from the inventor of this application and is thus not the 
invention "by another," or by an appropriate showing under 37 CFR 1.131. 
Regarding to claimed invention, Kohler et al clearly discloses the a method of 
determining a distance of a projection point of a first imagining beam and a second 
imaging beam, the method comprising steps of: 

Imaging a part of a first pattern using the first imaging beam as a function of the position 
in at least one direction (such as figure 5, first imaging device 56, first pattern 16 figure 
2 and col. 7, paragraph 064); 
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Measuring reflected intensity of at least a part of light illuminating the first pattern as a 
function of the position of the measuring device (such as figures 4A and 4B shows detail 
block of reference pattern 16 and combination pattern 24 and its optical determination 
and measurement of the area coverage, see paragraph 0072); 
Forming a difference of the at least one position of the measuring device and a 
correlated position of the first imaging beam, wherein imaging beam was located as the 
part of the first pattern, (such as Figures 3A and 3B, 4A and 4B). 
Regarding claims 2-8, Kohler et al discloses printing unit and a printing press and the 
method comprises setting image of a group of mutually different reference patterns and 
a basic pattern on the imagining medium, see paragraph 0011. Furthermore, it 
discloses the basic pattern and the test pattern are two-dimensional and uniform in one 
of two linearly independent directions, see paragraph 0012. 

Regarding claim 9, claim recites similar subject matter as claim 1 , with additional feature 
such as imaging a second pattern using a second imaging beam, Kohler et al discloses 
the imaging medium, whereon an image has been set by the first and second imaging 
device, printed off onto a printing material, and of the relative position associated with 
the identified reference pattern from the group of reference patterns, see paragraph 
0026. 

Regarding claims 11-12, Kohler et al discloses first imaging device and its relative 
position with respect to a second imaging device, and further provides basic patter that 
is formed of a group of mutually identical control pattern, see paragraph 0013. 
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Regarding claims 10, 13-16, Kohler et al discloses printing form exposer, comprising 
first and second imaging devices. A controlled actuator mechanism moves the first and 
the second imaging devices relative to an imaging medium and/or one another. A 
control unit includes an electronic unit with a memory unit having a computer program 
stored therein for correcting the position of the first and the second imaging device by 
the controlled actuator mechanism and/or a provision for changing timed triggering, see 
paragraph 0029.
